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INTRODUCTION 


In 1977, in a completely different context, David Bowie sang, “Don't you 
wonder sometimes; About sound and vision?” In the comics world, the question had 
long been answered with a firm “Yes.” Since the earliest days of the comic strip, 
theatrical adaptions were common, and were soon followed by film shorts. After all, 
as we’ve seen with the current plethora of big budget comic book movies, the 
material to adapt — to reuse, repurpose, revisit, revise, and sometimes retread (I’m 
looking at you, Blondie) was just sitting there, already paid for. 

The list includes any type of comic strip, panel or book that originated on 
paper, but not original animation, even if it later resulted in a printed series. It 
usually does not include videogames, although the level of animation in them has 
become quite high and it seems as though a convergence between videogame and 
movies may not be too far in the future. I would like to include them at some point in 
the future. It also does not include multiple versions of each film, although the 
technology of DVD and Blue-Ray disks is making those more common. The Dark 
Knight shipped different version in three different video packages in fall 2008. And 
by 2021, a recut version of a major motion picture, Justice League into Zach 
Snyder’s Justice League, showed that all bets were off when it came to reworking 
matieral. But at some point, a listing of exactly what extras including additional 
scenes and documentaries is on each type of disk would probably be useful. Even 
though film predated radio as an electronic media, radio adaptations were especially 
plentiful during the Depression. Many other sources have covered these, but a few 
series have crept in here, and as with videogames, it would be preferable to include 
them. Many superheroes like Doc Savage, The Shadow, Tarzan, and Zorro, 
originated in the pulps, and as such, are not included here. It is a worldwide list 
including all of the settled continents and countries including the United States, the 
United Kingdom, France, Germany, Italy, Spain, Russia, the Netherlands, Senegal, 
India, Turkey, China, Hong Kong, Taiwan, Japan, and Australia among others. 

The list began as live-action tv and film only, but I decided to add animated 
versions of print originals. The adaption of comics into the movies has been going 
on since the creation of motion pictures. Paul Gravett, then of the U.K. Cartoon Art 
Trust, told me, "The Lumieres' Watering the Gardener from 1895 was based on a 
comic strip.” According to Yves Fremion in CinemAction (Summer 1990) “...there 
were so many versions of this slapstick gag strip that it is difficult to confirm the true 
inventor, but the most famous one is by Christophe alias Marie-Louis-Georges 
Colomb (as in ‘Christopher Columbus’), 1856-1945 - they show the last three 
panels." On the Grand Comics Database internet mailing list (June 11, 1998), Steve 
Rowe noted that the Happy Hooligan series of 1900 is generally accepted as the first 
US comic strip adaptation (or at least legally so). As Donald Crafton noted in his 
excellent work, Before Mickey, “The comic strip did... make a primary contribution 
to the cinema by providing a virtually unlimited supply of gags and story material 
perfectly suited to the two- to five-minute running times of the films.” (p. 37) In his 
earlier book Emile Cohl, Crafton says of George McManus’s strip, ““The 
Newlyweds’ [which began in 1913] was the first modern animated cartoon series. 
Each installment presented a self-contained episode in the continuing adventures of 
the same characters, analogous to the weekly comic strip. The significance of this 
innovation... was not lost on American artists and producers.” (p. 166). In 1946, 


Paul S. Nathan observed, "[A]t least fourteen movies last year were based on 
characters out of the "funnies," and it looks as though there are going to be even 
more in 1947." Some Japanese animation (anime) is listed, but the creation process 
may be confused; still as Ledoux & Ranney note, "In Japan, most anime videos are 
based on manga..." and many others undoubtedly need to be added. Information on 
Filipino films is also needed; John Lent in his 1997 International Comics and 
Animation Festival (ICAF) presentation said that 50% of the Filipino movies made 
are based on comics. When possible, titles are under their original language with 
cross-references added as necessary. Two subsections on growing trends, ‘Live 
Action Adaptations from Animation and Films’ and ‘TV Shows with Superhero 
Themes, but Not Based on Comic Books’ are found at the end of this section. 
Amateur adaptations, usually found on the Internet, showed that interest in making 
one’s own films stayed strong. The existence of a 1971 Fabulous Furry Freak 
Brothers short film continues to be an open question, but this edition contains a copy 
of the advertising artwork for it. 

A second section lists videos with comics creators associated with them, but 
I would recommend also using IMDB or, for the 20" century, Jerry Bails' Who's Who 
of American Comic Books, 2nd ed. as both are more complete for many creators. 

The third section lists documentaries and promotional pieces and the fourth is a 
bibliography. Several books on comics and their live-action adaptations to film and 
television exist and are cited in the bibliography. Wizard Magazine also had a regular 
column on the topic. The bibliography is incomplete, and largely given up on, as 
scores of movies based on comics have come out and each generates hundreds of 
reviews and articles. DTV stands for direct-to-video, a movie without a theatrical or 
television release; this is the equivalent to anime's original animation video (OAV) 
and is used instead. Late-breaking additions are at the end in the Errata section, and 
are cross-referenced in the Index. 

Large movie series, such as Mutt and Jeff's more than 300 animated films, 
are listed in alphabetical order while less frequent movies or television shows are 
listed in date order. In the 21* century, both Marvel and DC have adapted their 
comic books into interwoven film/tv universes. Wikipedia editors do an excellent job 
tracking this, so the following is a quote from their pages as of January 2022 (edited 
by me in October 2022): 


DC Extended Universe

The DC Extended Universe (DCEU) is an American media 
franchise and shared universe centered on a series of superhero films and 
television series produced by DC Films and distributed by Warner Bros. 
Pictures. It is based on characters that appear in American comic books 
published by DC Comics. The DCEU also includes comic books, short 
films, novels, and video games. Much like the original DC Universe in 
comic books, the DCEU was established by crossing over common plot 
elements, settings, cast, and characters. 

Warner Bros. had plans to bring various DC Comics superheroes 
together in films since 2002, when Wolfgang Petersen was set to direct a 
crossover of the Batman and Superman film franchises. After a planned 


Justice League film was put on hold in 2008 and initial universe plans were 
scrapped due to the critical and commercial disappointment of the 2011 film 
Green Lantern, Warner Bros. established this shared universe in 2013. 

The DCEU began with the film Man of Steel (2013), a reboot of 
the Superman film series, followed by Batman v Superman: Dawn of 
Justice (2016), which served as a reboot of the Batman film series. These 
films were followed by Suicide Squad (2016), Wonder Woman (2017), 
Justice League (2017; a director's cut of the film, Zack Snyder's Justice 
League, was released in 2021), Aquaman (2018), Shazam! (2019), Birds of 
Prey (2020), Wonder Woman 1984 (2020), The Suicide Squad (2021) and 
Black Adam (2022). Batgirl was controversly cancelled in 2022. Future 
films include The Flash, Aquaman and the Lost Kingdom, Shazam! Fury of 
the Gods and Blue Beetle. The DCEU was expanded to include television 
series for the streaming service HBO Max in 2022, beginning with 
Peacemaker. The Flash will retroactively incorporate Tim Burton's films 
Batman (1989) and Batman Returns (1992) into the DCEU's continuity via 
the plot elements of time travel and the multiverse, with Michael Keaton 
reprising his role as Bruce Wayne / Batman. 


DC Animated Universe (1992-2006)

The DC Animated Universe (DCAU,; also referred to as the 
Timmverse or Diniverse by fans referring to the creators and producers 
Bruce Timm and Paul Dini respectively) is a shared universe consisting 
primarily of superhero-based animated television series, produced by 
Warner Bros. Animation and based on characters that appear in American 
comic books published by DC Comics. The shared universe, much like the 
original DC Universe in comic books, was established by crossing over 
common plot elements, settings, cast, and characters. 

The first TV series set in the DCAU was Batman: The Animated 
Series, which premiered in 1992; the last TV series was Justice League 
Unlimited, which ended its run in 2006. The associated media franchise also 
includes theatrical and direct-to-video feature films, as well as shorts, comic 
books, video games, and other multimedia adaptations set in the same 
continuity. 


DC Arrowverse

The Arrowverse is an American superhero media franchise and a 
shared universe that is centered on various interconnected television series 
based on DC Comics superhero characters, primarily airing on The CW as 
well as web series on CW Seed. The series were developed by Greg 
Berlanti, Marc Guggenheim, Andrew Kreisberg, Geoff Johns, Ali Adler, 
Phil Klemmer, Salim Akil, Caroline Dries and Todd Helbing. Set in a 
shared fictional multiverse much like the DC Universe and DC Multiverse 
in comic books, it was established by crossing over common plot elements, 
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settings, cast and characters that span seven live-action television series and 
two animated series. 

The franchise began with Arrow, based on the character Green 
Arrow, which debuted in October 2012. It was followed by The Flash in 
2014, and the animated web-series Vixen in 2015. The franchise was further 
expanded in 2016, when in January of that year a new series titled Legends 
of Tomorrow debuted, starring characters that originally appeared on both 
Arrow and The Flash. Later that year, the CBS series Supergirl, having 
already crossed-over with The Flash, was moved to The CW for its second 
season, where it has remained since. A second animated web-series, 
Freedom Fighters: The Ray, was released in 2017, which followed Ray 
Terrill / The Ray, who would make a live-action appearance during that 
year's crossover event "Crisis on Earth-X". In addition to the live-action and 
web-based series, the franchise has spawned three promotional tie-in live- 
action web series, Blood Rush, Chronicles of Cisco, and The Flash: 
Stretched Scenes; released in 2013, 2016, and 2017 respectively. A fifth 
series, Batwoman, premiered in 2019, and a sixth, Superman & Lois, 
premiered in 2021. Since 2014, there has been a yearly crossover event 
involving many of the live-action series of the Arrowverse. Additionally, 
Matt Ryan has reprised his role as John Constantine from the NBC series 
Constantine, initially in guest appearances in episodes of Arrow and 
Legends of Tomorrow, before becoming a series regular for the latter, in 
addition to continuing storylines from the former series. 

The 2018 and 2019 crossovers, "Elseworlds" and "Crisis on 
Infinite Earths", respectively, saw multiple DC television series and films 
be retroactively added to the franchise's multiverse. "Crisis on Infinite 
Earths" also rebooted the multiverse, which saw Supergirl join the other 
live-action series on a new fictional Earth along with the series Black 
Lightning, which had previously been separate up to this point. The 
franchise has been successful, creating a large fandom around the world and 
has received positive reviews, where critics have praised the themes, acting, 
action sequences, direction and character development. 


DC Universe Animated Original Movies (2007-present)

The DC Universe Animated Original Movies (also known as DC 
Universe Original Movies or DC Universe Movies or DC Animated 
Movies) are a series of American direct-to-video superhero animated films 
based on the DC Comics characters and stories produced primarily by 
Warner Bros. Animation. The films are usually stand-alone projects that are 
either adaptations of popular works or original stories. From 2013 to 2020, 
the DC Animated Movie Universe was a sub-series featuring several 
movies that took place in a shared universe, influenced predominantly from 
The New 52. They are usually made for an older audience compared to the 
DC animated universe and other projects, and also featuring DCAU alumni 
such as Bruce Timm, who mainly served as executive producer or as 


producer until Batman: The Dark Knight Returns, before returning for 
Justice League: Gods and Monsters. 


DC Animated Movie Universe (2013-2020)

The DC Animated Movie Universe (DCAMU) is an American 
media franchise and shared universe centered on a series of superhero films, 
produced by Warner Bros. Animation and DC Entertainment and 
distributed by Warner Home Video. The films are part of the DC Universe 
Animated Original Movies line, based on the comic books published by DC 
Comics, and feature plot elements inspired by The New 52 continuity. The 
continuity, established by crossing over common plot elements, settings, 
cast, and characters, was introduced in Justice League: The Flashpoint 
Paradox, which was released in 2013. Sequels to The Flashpoint Paradox, 
Son of Batman, and Justice League Dark co-exist with this continuity. The 
franchise has received positive reviews for its themes and creative direction, 
and has obtained high sales. As of 2020, sixteen films have been distributed. 
Justice League Dark: Apokolips War marks the final film of this specific 
line. 


DC’s press release for DC Showcase: Constantine — The House of Mystery stated, 
“Launched in 2010, DC Showcase was originally comprised of four animated shorts: 
The Spectre (2/23/2010), Jonah Hex (7/27/2010), Green Arrow (9/28/2010) and 
Superman/Shazam: The Return of Black Adam (11/9/2010). An additional short, 
Catwoman (10/18/2011), was attached the following year to the release of Batman: 
Year One. For 2019-2020, DC Showcase returned with five shorts: Sgt. Rock 
(8/6/2019) Death (10/22/2019), The Phantom Stranger (3/17/2020), Adam Strange 
(5/19/2020), and the interactive Batman: Death in the Family (10/13/2020).” This 
compilation collected the pre-existing Kamandi: The Last Boy on Earth!, The Losers 
and Blue Beetle with the new Constantine short. 


Marvel Cinematic Universe (2008-present)

The Marvel Cinematic Universe (MCU) is an American media franchise 
and shared universe centered on a series of superhero films produced by 
Marvel Studios. The films are based on characters that appear in American 
comic books published by Marvel Comics. The franchise also includes 
television series, short films, digital series, and literature. The shared 
universe, much like the original Marvel Universe in comic books, was 
established by crossing over common plot elements, settings, cast, and 
characters. 

The first MCU film is Iron Man (2008), which began the films of 
Phase One culminating in the crossover film The Avengers (2012). Phase 
Two began with Iron Man 3 (2013) and concluded with Ant-Man (2015). 
Phase Three began with Captain America: Civil War (2016) and concluded 
with Spider-Man: Far From Home (2019). The first three phases in the 


franchise are collectively known as "The Infinity Saga". The films of Phase 
Four began with Black Widow (2021). 

Marvel Television expanded the universe to network television 
with Agents of S.H.LE.L.D. on ABC in 2013, before further expanding to 
streaming television on Netflix and Hulu, and cable television on Freeform. 
They also produced the digital series Agents of S.H.I-E.L.D.: Slingshot. 
Marvel Studios began producing their own television series for streaming 
on Disney+, starting with WandaVision in 2021 as the beginning of Phase 
Four. The MCU also includes tie-in comics published by Marvel Comics, a 
series of direct-to-video short films called Marvel One-Shots, and viral 
marketing campaigns for the films featuring the faux news programs WHIH 
Newsfront and TheDailyBugle.net. 


Iam deeply indebted to Alfredo Castelli for sharing his knowledge of early- 
twentieth century adaptations. Entries marked vide Castelli are from the draft of his 
book Here we are again, the first 25 years of American Comics and those marked 
per Castelli are from emails with him. For current information and rumors about 
movies in production, I recommend Rob Worley's Comics 2 Film webpage at 
http://www.comics2film.com/ . Wikipedia has proven extremely useful for anime 
and manga references. 

This list and its format originated with Manfred Vogel of Germany. After 
his August 1997 version, he turned it over to me to continue and shortly after that 
Manfred died. I would like this list to be a continuing memorial to him. The last 
version of this was published in 2007, as the boom in superhero movies was just 
about to take off. I have not seen all of these movies, so I recommend checking 
against other sources if possible. This is an ongoing project and any corrections or 
additional information is welcome. Previous versions were released for the indexing 
group APA-I as Comics Stuff #9 and on my ComicsDC blog. 1,764 additions since 
the last edition are marked with *.
